Located at Sumadiiska ulica 12, factory was used by the Germans 
during the war to turn out airplane parts. Currently producing 
pistons, piston rings and lubricating nipples (production 
unspecified). 


Equipment consists of lathes, grinders and other machires of 
dominantly German manufacture, while a few are British, American 
and Gzechoeclovak in origin.

In February 1913 the factory 
turned out four trucks. Present production is unicnown. 


The trucks are of a three-ton type, equipped with a four-speed 
transmjiasion. Maximum speed om a level road, with full lead, ia 380 
kilometers an hour.
